Victory In Primary 


[Heavy Vote It Being Ca*t 
Swanson Has 3 to 1 


Majority—Talbott and Marshall People 
Make Conflicting Claims 
Polls Close at 


7:17 P.M.- 


CLOSE AT 7:17 P.M. 


.With Senator Claude A. Swanson leading the field with 


what appears to be a three-to-one victory over Westmoreland 
Davis, and with the rival factions in the Frank Talbott* 
Eugene Marshall fight for nomination as superintendent of 
public utilities making widely conflicting claims, Danville 
was settling down early this afternoon for the final phases of 
a hot primary battle. In view of the divergence of claims, 
it was impossible to Arrive at any impartial forecast. 


The supporters of Mr. Talbott were quietly confident 


that the end of the primary would see a victory for their 
man, basing this hope on the claim that the First Ward, 
which was expected to be a Marshall stronghold, was show- 
ing strength for Talbott, with him in the lead, an even break 
In the Horthside and majorities in the other wards. 


The Marshall faction proclaimed the primary a landslide 


for their favorite, declaring that in the First Ward that 
Marshall had polled a tremendous majority, and that all of 
the other wards, with the exception of the Fourth, which was 
conceded to Talbott, showed a strong Marshall lead. 


• Up until half past 12-o'clock this afternoon, a poll of the 


six voting precincts showed 1,755 votes cast, this including 
the estimated number of mailed ballots, which is 120.

Safety of Bridge 


Being Questioned 


One of th« pleasantest drives re- 


cently added to those about Danville 
is being .generally neglected on ac- 
count of the question which has been 
raised to one of the bridges. Refer- 
ence !• made to the River road,' a 
fine bread concrete' driveway along 
the north bank of Dan River to the 
Mount Cross road and one of the 
coolest drives a.iywhere in this vi- 
cinity. A poll taken amonf ear driv- 
ers recently for.tha purpose of dis- 
covering whether ot not any real 
arfxiety is felt about the safety of the 
Sandy River bridge dlscloi.es the fact 
that most of them hejrttate to pass 
over the road because of the danger 
of a serious accident—this notwith- 
standing the assurances of safety 
which have been given by the coun- 
ty engineer and the engineers of the 
State Highway Commission. 
Tbe 
bridge flooring which recently gave 
way has 'bene repaired' and-' planks 
have- 
been 
placed' longitudinally 
across'the ftructure making a smooth 
run instead of across the loose planks 
which set up a vibration. Notwith- 
standing this, there is a general feel- 
Ing -that the bridge ig not safe es- 
pecially for touring cars of any' size 
or weight and there is no doubt but 
that.this belief-is causing hundreds of 
motorists who would have the benefit 
of a cool.drive are avoiding the road 
which IB being little travelled. 
The 
Sandy Creek ridge is in fairly good 
condition but that over the river a 
short distance has a dilapidated ap- 
pearance.

It is this bridge also which is be- 
lieved to be responsible for the hold- 
ing up of the Martinsville road 'im- 
provement "part of which It was.hoped 
could T>e undertaken, before the bad 
weather sets in .in order- to assuij^ 
passage to farmers over one particu- 
larly soft stretch. The government is 
understood to have withheld its ap- 
proval of the road and the appropria- 
tion of. federal aid until a-Concrete 
bridge has been assured and plans for 
such a strcture sent' to Washington.

ville. 
She became acquainted with 
Culp during his tenure of office as 
minister 01 a Mennomte church in 
Greenville. 
"W« had known Miss Hughes two 
years, and when we moved to Spring 
Valley she came on a visit," llrs. 
Culp declares. "Then last April she 
came to Spring Valley and organized 
a rpj»ic class. She visited our home 
frequently. 
•'Started With a Kiss." 
"The whole thing started with a 
kiss. Esther drew my husband into 
a. trap. I did not want her to come 
to our home, but Walter 
insisted. 
Finally he told me that he wanted a 
divorce so that he could go away 
ivjth her. 
They wissed and hugged 
right before me. and when I remon- 
strated with them they would say: "It 
!s the Lord's will.'" 
"Walter one day kissed me and the 
twins and said he was going away I 
tried to coax him not 10, but it did 
no frood.

She declared, following 
the arrest of the couple, that the min- 
ister's wife had helped her pack her 
bag and told them good-bye when 
they departed from Spring Valley.

"It is a sad day for a church when 
they can pay only starvation wages to 
their most valuable servants. If they 
spend money Jhey" spend uselessly 
and' sinfully for indulgences such as 
tobacco, lodge dues, gold ornaments, 
socials and fine clothes (which was 
forbidden by the Bible) for the 
church they would bs much more 
spiritual, and a minister would enjov 
working with them for the glory of 
God. 
"But when jou cajnnot get enpugh

ductions are drawn from facts which 
I have witnessed and beyond that I 
cannot give way to my imagination, I 
am essentially a practical man and 
not a dreamer." 
The French psychlst goes on the 
theory tht we do not understand the 
why and the wherefore of any of the 
phenomena of life. We merely note 
the transformation which may follow- 
on* of two courses the "habitual" or 
the "inhabitual." or unexpected, and 
it is the "inhabitual" which he has 
studied.

"To further explain my point,

mind registers that It is a red book 
through vour sense of vision—that is

, five powers of sense— that is "inhab- 
itual." 
"My efforts have been to prove tne 
existence of these "inhabitual" pow- 
ers, but the only theory that I can 
deduct is the theory X—theory o£ the 
unknown—as I have merely observed
